Normally leap year happens 
every four years, except for the 
last year in the century. 

But this year is different. 

The exception to the nilc - if the 
last year of the century is divisible 
by 400 it’s still a leap year. . 


Leap day babies - AS 

Still with me? 

Four hundred goes into 2000 
five times, so it’s a leap yctu*. That 
. hasn't happened in -um - 400 
years. The last time we had a year 
ending in 00 that was a leap year ' 
vrasieOO. 

Of course, no one had comput- 
ers in 1600, so no one had to 
worry about glitches based on 
how computer calendars ore cali- 
brated. And if the experts arc to 
be believed,' no one Should expect 
much problems caused by this fol- •• 
low-up of sorts to Jon. 1, 2000. 

Why the leap tliisyear? 

It’s all because the earth 


' doesn’t go around the sun in 365 
days. As it turns out, it doesn’t go 
around in exactly 365 1/4 days 
either. In fact its orbit takes just a’ 
hair short of 365 1/4 days. 

. Those who keep track of such 
things - who obviously have too 
much time on their hands as well 
as on their minds - have calculat- 
ed that the earth completes each 
orbit in 3^.24219 days. 

It’s not much of a difference. 
But over, say, 400 years it 
becomes noticeable, as the earth 
gets a few days ahead of itself. 

Ihc trouble aU started with tlie 
Julian calendar, authorized by 
-Julius Caesar in 46 B.C This calen- 
dar oHicludcd the year had 365 1/4 
days and added one day every four 
years to make it come out even. 


But the Ropians were off - by 11 
minutes and 14 seconds to be 
exact - according to Saint Bede 
the Venerable, an English 
Benedictine monk and scholar 
who worked it out in AD. 730. The 
error was, small, and no one did 
anything about it for 800 years. 

The error adds up to one day 
every 128 years. 

By the time Pope Gregory Xm 
dedded to do ^metliing about it 
in 1582, the error had added an 
estimated 10 days. Gregory 
decreed that 10 days in October 
would simply be sldppcd. Oct. 4 
that year was followed hy Oct. 15. 

To avoid season creep, sdiolars 
of the day figured the error at 
about thrra days every 400 years 
Please see L£AP.

’ Wonderlich said Idaho law regu-' 
lates smoking In public placqs. 
Further smoking regulations or 
code amendments cannot be 
made at a local level. 

Accor^g to Idaho code, smok-, ' 
ing afeds cun be designated by 
proprietors or other persons in, ’ 
charge of public places, exceptin 
places where smoking is prohibit- , 
cd by the fire marshal or by other' 
law, ordinance or.rcguladon. 

State law allows smoking in 
bars and’bowling alleys, for exam- 
ple, but doesn't allow.it in bu.4cs 
oronelevdtora. 

’ But Steel said the laws deed to 
be stricter.

Report points 
to hate groups 
outside Idaho

SEATTLE - White .supremacist 
groups are flourishing along the 
populous Interstate 5 corridor in 
Washington and Oregon, recruit- 
ing young people who feel their 
culture is . threatened, the 
Northwest Coalition for Human 
Dignity said Monday. 

“We talk about (hate groups) 
as if they only exist in Idaho and 
Montana, and the heaviest con- 
centration is right here in Puget 
Sound," said Terre Rybovich, 
coalition executive director. 

In its first annual “Hate by 
State” report, the coalition drew 
a regional map, using iron cross- 
es as symbols, showing 52 white 
supremacist groups. 

They range from .several chap- 
ters of the World Church of the 
Creator and other religious enti- 
ties to Ku Klux Klan, and neo- 
Nazi organizations to militias.

WASHINGTON - Western 
governors on Monday urged 
President Clinton to listen to 
their concerns about environ- 
mental plans such as his propos- 
al to protect up to 50 million 
roadless acres in national 
forests. 

During a White House meet- 
ing sponsored by the National 
Governors* Association, Idaho 
Gov. Dirk Kempthome said 
Western states w^ left out of 
the loop on the roadless initia- 
tive and other federal land-use 
plans. Clinton and George 
Frampton, the president’s top 


adviser on environmental 
is^esi'said they would consider 
Che states’ concerns, several 
governors said after the meet- 
ing. 

“This is a very important 
issue in the West, access to 
lands. Sometimes perspective is 
lost on that by people in the 
East,” said NGA President 
Mike Leavitt, Utah’s 
Republican governor. 

“You cake Nevada, for exam- 
ple. Ninety percent of Nevada 
is owned by the federal govern- 
ment. So if you begin suddenly' 
closing off access, you’re closing 
off access to the entire state." 

Clinton announced Hn 
October that the National 
Forest ^rvice was starting an 
administrative process to ban 
road-building in up to SO mil- 
lion acres which currently have 
no roads. The Forest Service 
intends to unveil a draft road- 


less area protection plan in 
May. . 

Environmentalists- have 
cheered Clinton’s proposal but 
many Republicans have criti- 
cized it, saying it would usurp 
existing forest management 
plans and keep all but the 
hardiest athletes out of large 
tracts of govemment-owned for- 
est. 

“It’s not necessarily practical 
in the West," said New Mexico 
Gov. Gary Johnson, a 
Republican. 

^mc Republicans also have 
accused the Clinton administra- 
tion of springing an almost fully 
formed plan on them with little 
or no advance warning. Clinton 
has faced idmilar criticism of his 
land-use policies, before, partic- 
ulvly over his 1996 creation of 
the 1.7 million-acre Grand 
Staircasc-Escalante National 
Monument in soulhbm Utah.

On Sunday morning, when 
yice President ^ Gore and rival 
Bill Bradley left the Westin 
Hotel, where they both spent the 
night, for their motorcades, they 
might have looked across the 
street and seen a sign on an 
abandoned cheater marquee, 
telling them just how welcome 
they are. It read: “Vote for the 
Guys Who Do More Than Block 
Traffic.” 

Without expecting it, and prob- 
ably without desiring it, ' 
Washington has become the 
crossroads of presidential poli- 
tics in the last few days. As Gore 
and Bradley left tlic state, Texas 
Gov. George W. Bush and 
Arizona Sen. John McCain flew 
in to make their final bids for 
support in Tuesday’s primary. 

On the face of it, nothing much 
is at stake. Core and Bradley are 
competing in a nonbinding popu- 
larity poll; the 75 delegates will 
be chosen in caucuses on March 
7. Bush and McCain will split 
only 12 delegates on the basis of 
Tuesday’s returns. The other 25 
will be chosen in Republican 
caucuses also to be held on 
March 7. 

But Bradley camped here for 
five straight days, hoping for an 
upset win that would rescue a 
campaign that has been spiraling 
downhill since N.ew Hampshire 
gave Gore a narrow victory four

weeks ago, and Gore mobilized 
to squash what could be 
Bradley’s last hope. 

McCain came looking for a 
West C6ast victory that might 
boost his chances on March 7 in 
the vital California primary, and, 
after McCain’s upset victory last 
week in Michigan, Bush decided 
the last thing he wanted to allow 
was another demonstration of 
Che senator’s gathering momen- 
tum. 

“This all just mushroomed on 
us,” said veteran Secretary of 
State Ralph Munro, a McCain 
supporter. 

Observers in both parties and 
a scattering of polls suggest 
Bradley has scant prospects of 
overcoming Gore’s labor and 
party support. McCain is &ven a 
much better chance of winning 
the “beauty contest” phase, but 
Bush could get more of the dele- 
gates, thanks to his core GOP 
support. 

In truth, the hybrid system 
here is so complex - and untest- 
ed - no one is sure what will 
emerge. Add in the fact that 
pany officials expect more than 
half the votes will come from 
mailed-in absentee ballots, 
filled out before the final flurry 
of campaigning even occurred, 
and surprises are certainly pos- 
sible.

Seventeen of the groups were in 
Washington and' 13 in Oregon, alt but a few 
arrayed along I-S. There were also 11 in Idoho 
- all but one in the Panhandle - five in 
Montana and three each in Wyoming and 
Colorado. 

Rybovich said she was surprised at the num- 
ber of groups whose names were ferreted out 
in Washington and Oregon. She said the num- 
ber was growing -“and that is our greatest 
cause for concern.” 

Rybovich saiii while her organization had 
been able to get a count of organizations, it 
wasn’t able to provide a head count of skin- 
heads, neo-Nazis, religious and patriotic 
zealots and others counted among white 
supremacist ranks. 

“We’re talking about groups that are not 
openly advocating membership or publicizing 
their activities,” she said, “lliey tend to be 


fairly secretive.” 

She said the numbers for each group are 
likely small, since those in the white suprema- 
cist movement have learned the best way to 
avoid detection is to work locally, using smtdl 
meetings and e-mail. 

Where they do show up, she said, is at pub- 
lic schools or other places they believe are 
ripe for recruiting. 

“Whenever a racial disnirbonce breaks out 
at a high school there seems to be a member 
of the World Church of the Creator or neo- 
Nazi skinheads who arc at the ready to leaflet 
white kids at the school,” she sold. 

Rybovich said some of those attracted to the 
white supremacist movement are from eco- 
nomically disadvantaged ranks. But while eco- 
nomics explains pan of it, “some white people 
feel wc have lost our culture, pur nation, and 
that really resonates with people of all ages 
and all economic backgrounds.”

Clinton aims 
at corporate

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Clinton administration stepped 
up its attack on corporate tax 
shelters Monday, imposing 
tougher disclosure requirements 
aimed at making it easier to' 
uncover illegal schemes estimat- 
ed to cost the Treasury $10 bil- 
lion annually. 

‘I'lie disclosure requirements 
will apply both to corporations 
and the tax accountants and 
lawyers who market the 
.schemes. 

*rhe administration also said it ’ 
would ask Congress to stiffen 
penalties for violation of disclo- 
' sure requirements, and it 
announced an immediate move 
to shut down a popular shelter 
known as a “debt straddle.” 

Treasury Secretary Lawrence 
Summers, who disclosed the pro- 
posals in a speech to the Federal 
B:ir A.s.sociation, said the compre- 
hi-risive package was aimed at - 
aclilressing ‘‘what may be the , 
most serious compliance issue 
• threatening the American tax 
system today.” 

Tax .shelters are complex plans 
developed by tax accountants 
and lawyers and sold to corpora-, 
tions as a way to avoid paying 
taxes. The administration esti- 
mates that illegal shelters the 
government has uncovered and 
closed over the past decade 
should result in $80 billion in 
increased tax revenues in the 
next 10 years. 

“These transactions have no 
. goal other than to reduce a cor- 
poration’s tax liabilities. In doing 
so, they undermine the integrity 
of the tax system,” Summers 
suld.

Many share pride 
in unique date 

: NEW YORK.(AP) - For par- 
.ents debating a name for their. 

. Feb. 29 newborn, the Honor 
Society of Leap Year Day Babies 
. has some suggestions: Leaporah, 
Leapton. Lcapfrey, perhaps. Or 
for a Nordic touch. Leap Erjeson. 

• With or without such .bouncy 
< names, any . baby born on- 
Tuesday will stand apart even 
from others with the ^stinction 
of a Leap Year Day birthday. 
This is the first Leap Day in 400 
years to start a century. 

To mark the occasion, Leap 
Day parties are planned across 
the United States and overseas, 
promoted by “Leaper” Web sites 
that have linked people whose 
birthdays come orUy once every 
four years. * 

“We get a lot of people e-mail- 
ing us who’ve never met anyone 
else born on Leap Year Day,” 
said Raenell Dawn, co-founder of 
the Honor Society. “They’re pret- 
ty thrilled to find they’re not 
alone.” 

The most vigorously promoted 
• party, a four-day event that got a 
' head start Saturday, is in the 
small fanning town of Anthony, 
straddling the Texas-New Mexico 
state line. Thousands of people, 
including dozens of genuine 
“leapers,” are expected at the 
festivities in what has been. pro- 
claimed the Leap Year Capit^ of 
the World. 

Statistically, one of every 1,461 
people is a leaper. There are an 
estimated 200,000 in the United 
States and 4.1 million worldwide. 

Leapers from more than 30 
countries have joined the Honor 
Sod^ of Leap Year Day Babies, 
which is approaching a member- 
ship of 1300. 

Among them is J.N. Oleap 
Fernando, a professor from Sri 
Lanka, who proposed that other 
parents emulate his own by giv- 
ing their Leap Day babies names 
that reflect the spraal date. 

. Raenell Dawn, bom on Leap 
Year Day in 1960 (and thus cele- 
brating her 10th birthday 
Tuesday), endorsed this cam-’ 
paign on the Honor Society Web 
site. She also lobbies for her own . 
favorite cause: persuading calen- 
dar publishers to designate the 
quadrennial Feb. 29s as Leap 
Year Day.. 

“rve wiitten hundreds of let- 
ters, and I’ve never heard back 
from any of them,” she said finm 
her home in Salem, Ore. “You’d 
think they’d gee the hang of it, 
since it’s a date that celebrates 
the calendar.” 

Only a handful of mass-pro- 
duced calendars designate the 
day, she said. One of them - a 
Grateful Dead calendar - adorns 
her home even' though she 
doesn’t listen to the band’s music.

The Y2K Council will again 
rely on its $50 million command 
center two blocks from the Write 
House to make sure critical gov- 
ernment and private-sector sys- 
tems ore working normally. 

The Information Coor^adon 
Center, as it’s called, won’t be 
staffed around the clock like it 
was around New Year’s but about 
ISO personnel from fedend agen- 
cies will be on hand over two 
seven-hour shifts from Tuesday 
throu^ Thursday. 

Overlooking the Feb. 29 date, 
officials said, could cause errors 
in cases where the number of 
days in a month is critical, such 
as in calculating interest, setting 
due dates and scheduling some 
events.

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Real selfish service at the^gas station 


T viro years ago at a Texas con- 
vention, the president of a 
large petroleum company 
walked up to me and said, ”I 
just bought gasoline for 68 
cents a gallon.” 

I asked him how he managed to get 
such a great price. 

“That’s the cost before taxes are 
added,” he ^d. 

As fuel prices rise, pushing, even pass- 
ing, $2 a gallon in pans of C^ornia, 
politicians blame production cutbacks by 
Arab nations. But the primary culprits 
are taxes, a refusal to exploit oil sources 
on US. territory for fear of a bacldash 
from envirorunentalists, and what looks 
suspiciously likea deal among polid- ' ' 
dans, American oil companies and Arab 
oil-produdng states. 

Last week, angry mickcrs brought a 
convoy to Washi^lon to protest the high 
fuel prices. Congress and the Clinton 
administration could grant immediate 
relief to the truckers and to consumers 
of heating oil in the Northeast and con- 
sumers nationwide by accepting a 
National Taxpayers Union recomihenda- . 
tion to cut gas prices by 10 cents per gal- 
lon. 

The pre-tax price of gasoline at the 
pump barely changed between 1990 and 
2000, actually declining from 88 cents 
per gallon to 86 cents os of lost 
November. But over that same period, 
state and federal gasoline taxes jumped 
from 27 cents per gallon to 43 cents. 

The 1993 Omnibus Budget 
Rccondltation Act (read tax increase)

created a 4.3 cent-pcr-gollon fuel surtax 
for “defidt reduction." This tax contin- 
ues even though we supposedly have a 
federal budget surplus. 

'The Congressional Budget Office esti- 
mates that the- fiscal year 2000 “on'bud- 
get" surplus, not induding the so-called 
“Sodal Security surplus," will total S23 
billion. With $34.3 billion In fuel taxes - 
allocated to the Highway Trust Fund this 
year, slashing the 18.4-cent gas tax and 
■ the 24.3-cent diesel tiut by 10 cents won’t 
negatively impact any current programs 
and won’t consume any funds set aside 
for Sodal Security “reform." 

The administration, which regularly 
claims to be looking out for the poor, 
could actually do something for low- 
income people by cutting the fuel tax by 
a dime. A recent study ty the Tax 
Foundation shows that excise taxes are 
flve times more burdensome to the poor 
than they are to the wealthy. Politicly, 
everybody wins. 

Taxes, though, aren't the only reason 
for the higher prices. President Clinton 
sends Energy Secretary Bill Richardson 
to the Middle East to ask for increased 
production by Arab oil states. They tell 
him not now. Why isn’t someone asidng 


whether the fix is in with those nations 
that wanted-to jack up prices from $10 to 
$30 a barrel, not only b^ause of the cosh 
windfall but also to allow them to 
increase their arms purchases? The same 
. goes for the U.S. oil-produdng compa- 
nies, which ore happy to get tiieir share 
of increased profits, and arms manufac- 
mrers, which are d^ghted to sell more 
arms and pad their own bottom lilies. 

Is anyone curious why neither the 
administration nor the Congress Im crit- 
icized U.S. oil companies for runitinga 
monopoly while they have criticized and 
even sued Microsoft?

They’ve even conducted their 
own polls suggesting many work- 
ers would lose coverage because 
companies, fearing lawsuits, 
would stop offering health plaas.

TWIN FALLS - A tuition and 
fee increase in the works at the 
College of Southern Idaho for the 
2000-2001 school year would 
mean another $25 per semester 
for full-time students.

CSI President Jerry 
Meyerhoeffer said it's the lowest 
proposed increase among the 
state’s public colleges and univer; 
sides. North Idaho College is 
looking at a 6.2 percent rise fiom

RUPERT - New restrictions on 
gravel pits in Minidoka County 
are one step away from being 
completed. 

The public has until March 13 ' 
to comment on the propos^ ordi- 
nance. At that time, commission- 
ers ue expected to sign the final 
veraon qf Uie ordinance. 

Kestrictions in the ordinance', 
were developed by the Minidoka ' 
County Planning* and Zoning 
_ department in answer to nei^- 
bors’ complaints about the Triple 
C gravel pit at 500 East 200 North 
owned by David Coats. Coat's 
applied for a permit to be^ min- 
ing a new pit after mining out 
one of-his other pits. 

Neighbors said the ^vel pit is 
on eyesore because of weeds and 
stagnant water, and the pits need ' 
setbacks and other regulations. 
Hoping for regulations similar to 
Cassia Count’s, neighbors circu- 
lated a petition asking for more 
stringent regulations. 

The ordinance would require 


minimum setbacks from roads 
and neighboring property lines, 
with a maximum slope of 45 
degrees to be backfilled next to 
those roads and property lines. 

It also would require a buffer 
to obscure the site. The buffer 
can be hedges, trees or mounds 
of earth and must be in place 
before the pit reaches 200 feet 
from neighboring property lines. 

To fulfill this requirement, a 
gravel pit owner can develop a 
strip subdivision along the edge 
of the pit. But homeowners in the . 
subdivision must be notified of 
. the gravel pit in their, backyard, 
said Paul Aston, head of the 
Minidoka County Planning and 
Zoning department Safety fenc- 
ing with security-access gates 
around the pit also would be 
required. New hours of operation ' 
for gravel pits would be from .6 
a.m. to 8 p.m., Monday through 
Saturday. Gravel pits would be 
allowe.d to operate on Sunday 
only if 0 spcaol-use permit were 
granted, and gravel crushing 
would be allowed only in the bot> 
tom of the pit. Other restrictions 


included a ban on standing water, 
but a special permit could be 
granted if the owner wanted to 
develop a pond in the bonom of 
the pit. 

Aston researched regulations in 
Cassia and other counties to help, 
develop Minidokh County regula- - 
tions, he said. The county granted 
Coats a permit in July for a seven-.'

Death hoax lands Marihe in trouble 


ONTARIO, Ore. (AP) - A U.S. 
Marine accused of faking his 
. own death on a railroad bridge 
over the Columbia River at 
Portland two weeks ago was 
'arrested by Oregon State Police 
’ at a freeway rest stop in south 
eastern Oregon. 

Steven John Schaut, 23', was 
sleeping in a car police deter- 
mined to have been stolen when 
. they checked on it Sunday morn- 
,ing. He was arrested. without 
incident. 

He was jailed on local charges 
of unauthorized use of an auto 
and furnishing false information 
to a police officer and also faces 
military desertion charges. 

Schaut’s 16-year-old sister 
Michelle said she and her broth- 
er were on the bridge early on 
the morning of Feb. 13 when a 
train came along. When it 
passed, she said, she could not 
find her brother on the bridge. 

A search of the river found no 
body and an investigation deter- 
mined that the talc was a hoax 
to get Schaut out of the .service 
and collect on a $200,000 insur- 
ance policy. 

Schaut was stationed at Camp 
Pendlctori near San Diego and 
was from the Kent, Wash. area. 

Marine investigators have said 
they plan to charge Schaut with 


being absent without leave, falsi- 
fying a government document,' 
‘faking his death and fraudulent 
. purchase of a vehicle. 

But a decision on the specific 
federal charges has not yet been 
made, according to Jay. Bigelow, 
petty officer for Coast Guards 
District 13, which covers Oregon, 
Washington and Montana. 

Schaut could also be billed 
$3,500 for the Coast Guards part 
in the river search and a civil 
penalty of up to $5,000 for filing a 
false distress call. 

Officials said (hey think that 


Schaut, his brother, Chris, and 
his 16-year-old sister, Midielle, 
came up with the story about liim 
walking bn the railroad bridge 
and called 911 to say he had 
jumped into the river to get out 
of the way of a train. 

The story resulted in a massive 
search for Schauis body by fire- 
■ boats, the river-patrol, the Coast 
\^Guard and firefighters, who 
'“searched early Feb. 13 and again 
on Feb. 14. 

Michelle and Chris Schaut 
could also face prosecution for 
obstruction of justice.

Feds plan to keep an eye on field burning 


SPOKANe/(AP) - Clean-air 
j4vocates have persuaded fedei^ 
U regulators to begin monitoring 
moke from spring wheat stubble 
burning in Idaho, Washington 
pnd Oregon. 

I Environmental Protection 
Agency officials are coordinating 
pans with local and state air- 
guality staff. 

» "We want to make it a regional 
inquit’y into the human health 
nnd environmental effects of 
leld burning," Regional Couns^ 
rack Fox said. 

Washington wheat growers 
tarly last year reached, a' volun* 
[ary agreement with, the state to 


cut emissions from wheat stubble 
burning in half over seven years. 

And a spokesman for the * 
Washington Assodadon of Wheat 
Growers criticued the new plans. 

“We think EPA will conclude 
the progress we are making pro- 
tects public hbalth, and there’s 
no need for them to step in," said 
Brett Blankenship of Ritzville. 

The Washington Department • 
i;of Ecology welcomed federal ' 
involvement in light of last fall’s 
. passage of Initiadve 69S, which 
cut car license tabs and forced 
budget cuts at many state agen- 
cies, spokeswoman Jani Gilbert 
.said. 


“If the EPA can come in with 
some resources, that would be 
great,” she said. 

Lawyers for Save Our 
Summers, a Spokane clean-air 
advocacy group, requested feder- 
al involvement. Fox said. 

“We've .been aske'd to evaluate 
wheat^stubble- burning and to 
detenqj^e whether EPA consid- . 
ers it'jiecessaiy to bring an,' 
enforcement actign" under the 
federal Clean Air Act, Fox sold. 

The agency has emergency 
powers to curtail emissions from 
indtutries that pollute the air. bt 
most cases, it delegates air-quali- . 
ty regulation to the states. 


' Farmers contend they need to 
bum periodically to clear fidds 
of insects, plant diseases and 
stubble left after hatvest, and to 
premote fumre growth. 

Critics maintain agricultural 
burhi^ is a major source of air 
pollution in Washington and cre- 
mates a public health risk. 

Last October, lawyers for Save 
Our Summers sou^t a federal - 
"judge’s order to holt wheat'stub- 
ble burning in Washington and 
Idaho, under the Americans With 
Disabilities Act.

jBiidget-cutting effort comes up short 


BOISE (AP) - With House lax- 
cutters digging in their heels 
behind a huge election-year 
break, their budget writing coun- 
terparts have been bracing 
against substantially curtailing 
the modest budget blueprint of 
Gov; Dirk Kempthome to accom- 
modate reduced revenue. 

But the Joint Finance- 
Appropriations Committee came 
xip a liffie short on an initial test of 
ifS resolve Monday, providing 
^hat could be a preview of the 
problems it will face if taxes are 
6<t by tens of millions of dollars 
diisyear. 

\ The committee also headed off 
aip attempt to bar a user council 
from allocating revenue from, the 
special recreational vehicle per- 
mits to projects upgrading camp 
founds on national forest lands. 
•rCritics of this year’s $1 million 
allocation to the forest scrvice 
from more than' $3 million dls- 
'.^Jbursed for all projects claim it is 
'inconsistent with the state’s battle 
!o gain more access to federal 
nds. 

But Parks and . Recreation 
{Director Yvonne Ferrell pointed out 



again that with two thirds of Idalio’s 
l^d in federal ownersliip, fadlitics- 
on those trac ts are as important as 
those on state pork land. 

The effort to preclude any fed- 
eral projects died on a 10-10 vote. 

The fate was the same, though 
not as dose, for two attempts to 
eliminate just $1 million ear- 
marked for school district technol- 
ogy coordination from the $1.8 bil- 
lion general tax budget, ft was 
only after five alternatives were 
considered that the committee 
settled on Kempthome's option of 
reducing' tlie program to $SOO,000. 

“I. don’t know when or where 
this Lc^slature made a commit- 
ment that these programs will go 
on forever,” House 
Appropriations Chairman Bob 
Geddes said in apparent frustra- 
tion. “Where is it going to stop?” 
There were still six votes 


against die Kempthome compro- 
mise from lawmakers who 
believed the entire $1 million ' 
should be retained. 

While the committee has been 
nickel and diming the general tax 
budgets of agencies that have only 
limited impact on the overall rev- 
enue picture, ;it has avoided any 
major reductions to free up cash 
for a tax cut that some in the 
House want to total over $50 mil- 
lion. Savings now, committee lead- 
ers reason^ will avoid taking the 
difference out of the state tud pack- 
age for public schools, possibly the 
most politically sensitive budget 
the Legislature sets each year. 

Even attempts to tinker with 
that package were beaten back on 
Monday. Support was marginal 
' for proposals to divert cash to the 
coordination program from the 
amount schools get annually to 
make technological improve- 
ments.

Another guard was conviaed on 
dviJ rights charges for shooting 
a prisoner after a fight in 1994. - 

Inmate advocates argue the 
violence stems at- least in part 
from mismanagement, noting 
that in 1995 a federal judge 
found prison officials had 


endorsed, the use of excessive 
force. 

At a National Prison Project 
conference in Washington, D.C., 
last week, some participants 
called for an Independent Inves- 
^ation of the Pelican ^y riot. 
The FBI, which already Is inves* • 
dgadng allegadons of dvil rights 
violations at Pelican Bay, said it 
will closely monitor a state 
Corrections Department review- 
. of the riot. 

Some critics said Pelican Bay 
officials should do more to pro- 
. tect inmates from one another. 

Grundy ^d the offidols will 
punish the riot instigators and 
intensify their searches for 
weapons. They are reviewing 
videotapes of the brawl, hoping 
to identify the leaders, he said.

While I agree the sport needs a 
boost in popularity, I disagree 
with how lAAF - track and 
field’s global governing body - 
wants to accomplish this. 

First, the false starts. Think 
about it: What does an athlete 
have to do in order to get disquol* 
ified from an 
athletic con- 
test? In the 
NBA, it takes 
six personal 
fouls or two 
technicals. In 
the NHL, it 
takes a game 
misconduct 
penalty, usu- 
ally for fight- 
ing. In foot- 
ball, it takes - 
at least one 
unsportsmanlike conduct foul.- In 
soccer, it’s a red cord. In general, 
athletic disqualifications occur 
because of improper behavior, 
save for a few exceptions. 

- Every sport needs rules. 
Linford Chi^stie knows this bet- 
ter than anyone. *The British 
sprinter inadc a spectacle of him- 
self, at 'last year’s World 
Championships when, after two 
obvious false starts in the 100-^ 
meter dash, he took a victory lap 
following Maurice Greene’s win. 
Poor sportsmanship at its worst.- 
fn track, an athlete who false 
starts is attempting to gain an ' 
unfair advantage, i.e., they are' 
trying to jump the gun. This sim- 
ply should not be tolerated, and 
lAAF would be well served to 
leave the present two-false-start 
rule in place. Otherwise, marquee 
. events like the 100-meter dash 
wHl take forever to hin, which 
would totally contradict the 
“improvement” lAAF is trying to 
make^ 

In the jumps, the record book 
. would have to be rewritten. As it 
stands, there is no set number of 
how many attempts an athlete 
makes during high jump, compe- ' 
tition. I can’t' imagine telling 
Javier Sotomayor he can only 
take six attempts at the high 
jump bar; he might as well put 
the bar at world record height 
and go for it. 

Heck, he just might make it. 

And another thing ... 

Let’s talk about the ' 
Confederate flag. It continues to 
fly over the Statehouse in 
Columbia, S.C., the site of last 
Saturday’s U.S. women’s 
Olympic marathon trials. 

Craig Masback, executive 
director of USA Track and Field, 
said recently, “ ... we will not 
return to South Carolina for any 
events until the flag comes 
down." Of course, Masback 
meant after the trials.

About 30 volunteers this year spent 
five days in January, six hours each day, 
pouring over the latest tax rules and reg- 
ulations. Students then had to score on 80 
percent or higher on a five-pan test. 

The counselors ore limited to prepar- 
ing the 1040, 1040A and 1040EZ returns. 
But they can handle many tax situations 
facing low to moderate taxpayers such os 
child tax credits, earn income credit and 
dependent core credits. For the elderly, 
the counselors know about pensions, IRA 
distributions and Social Security issues. 

This year, the State Tax Commission 
loaned the program six computers, which 
means some sites con file returns elec- 
tronically, Wunderly says. The advan- 
tage: refunds arrive in half the dme.

Filer woman spends 23 years as volunteer for tax season

FILER - Joan Stokesberry heard the 
radio advertisement one winter’s day. 

' The Internal Revenue Service was 
recruiting volunteers to staff Tax-Aide 
sites around the Magic Valley. To 
Stokesberry, it sounded interesting and 
challenging. 

“1 was a housewife at the time and I 
didn’t know if I would know cnou^ to 
help do taxes, but J was willing to learn,” 
Slokesbcrry recalls. “Besides, what did I 


have to lose if it turned out that I 
couldn’t do the work or if I didn’t like it.” 
But, Stokesberry did catch on ond 
learned how to prepare a simple tax 
return and better yet, she liked it 
That was 23 years ago and today 
Stokesberry, a sit6 coordinator, heads up 
the Valley Vista site in Twin Falls where 
senior citizens or taxpayers with moder- 
ate to low incomes can come for tax 
counseling and preparation. 

Over the two plus decades, 
Stokesberry has seen the tax laws and 
requirements change. 


The Hrsr textbook she used was thin 
and the volunteer test was shorter and a 
breeze to complete. 

Now, both the text and test booklets 
have grown to nearly an inch thidc and 
take much longer to review. 

“The tests keep getting harder, too,” 
Stokesberry adds. 

As the site coordinator, Stokesberry is 
in charge of keeping the IRS forms in 
stock along with tracing clients and fill- 
ing out progress repons. At the end of 
the season, she compiles a report and 
sends it to the American Association of 


Retired Persons Foundation, a sub- 
sidiary the AARP, which co-sponsors the 
program along with the IRS. V^en she 
isn’t busy with reports, Stokesberry 
works with clients and prepares tax 
returns. 

“I get a little burned out at the end of 
each tax season, I think about quitting,” 
Stokesberry says. "But by the time the 
next year comes around, I always dedde 
to give it just one more year.” 

It’s the people that keep Stokesberry 
coming back for more. Meeting new peo- 
ple and getting to know them just one 



of the program’s perks, she rays. 

“Pve met a lot of very nice people over 
the years and made some new friends 
along the way,” Stokesberry adds. 
“Learning about the different cultures is 
interesting as well. It adds a little spice 
to the job.”

WOODLAND, Wash - 
Fourteen years ago, it wasn’t at 
all certain Columbia River 
Carbonates would succeed. 

From the time company 
founder Joerg Bleeck stoned up 
the $7 million plant in 1986, he 
battled on several fronts to sell 
calcium carbonate to Nonhwest 
industries. 

‘At the beginning, those sales 
proved disappointing because his 
main target, the re^on’s paper 
producers, were unwilling or 
unable to alter long-establi^cd 
supply lines and technologies. 

Neither were the plant’s nei^- 
bors very friendly. Many were 
suspicious of the dust and noise 
the operation might cause and 


became more critical when an 
expansion plan meant to stabi- 
lize the business was unveiled. 

But Bleeck is no ordinary man, 
say local business people. 

“He literally willed this com- 
pany into existence,” said Reed 
Sherar, a consultant to Columbia 
River Carbonates. 

“What Joerg has been able to 
do is take a negative and make it 
a positive,” said Dave Ripp, exec- 
utive director of the Port of 
Woodland. “When the paper 
industry fell through,' he looked 
for other opportunities. He 
worked with the community.” 

Calcium carbonate is the stuff 
that gives toothpaste its grit. It 
brings brightness to slick color 
magazine pages. It provides filler 
for everything from antacids to 
point. Caldum carbonate, better 
known in its natural forms as 
chalk, limestone and marble, 
helps things hold together. 

Today, 55 employees produce 
a variety of calcium carbonate 
for Northwest industries, includ- 


ing dry products and slurries. 
Customers indude papermakers, 
extruded PVC pipe manufactur- 
ers, bathroom fixture manufac- 
turers and the food industry, to 
name a fcw.- 

Rock tonnage through the 
Woodland facility has been 
. increasing lately by about 10 per- 
cent a year. That growth rate Is 
expect^ to continue. 

Columbia River Carbonate's 
improved business profile can be 
attributed to: 

• A shift in investment part- 
ners in 1993 from Genstar' Corp. 
to Northwest Carbonates Inc., a 
subsidiary of Plucss-Staufcr, a 
Swiss-owned worldwide carbon- 
ate producer. Bleeck ■ 
Management Inc. is still the con- 
trolling partner. 

• Use of feedback to improve 
both the work environment for 
employees and to provide top- 
notch technical service to cus- 
tomers. The company also asked 
the advice of nearby residents in 
order to reduce the impact of 


operations on the neighborhood. 

• Continued investment in new 
equipment in response to cus- 
tomers, markets and environ- 
mental issues. In the past two 
years, the company has spent $2 
million on process improvements 
to manage noise, dust and water 
discharge. 

■ • The recruitment to 
Woodland of Hamilton 
Materials, a drywall compound 
manufacturer out of California. 

The plan called for Hamilton, 
which uscs'large amounts of car- 
bonate in its p^ucts, to buy and 
build a plant on land owned by 
Columbia River Carbonate, just 
across Pekin Road. The two 
plants would be connected by an 
underground pipeline, which 
would move calcium carbonate 
powder underground from one 
plant to the other witli no dust, no 
noise and, maybe most important- 
ly, no tiaasportation cosu. 

Bleeck went to the port and the 
Cowlitz Economic Development 
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chamber job, said she doesn’t 
know what' she’ll do next. She’ll 
likely conduct a job setuch in the 
Twin Falls area. 

, “I do wish the chamber the best 
of luck,” Klaas said, adding that 
she was glad to be part of the 
chamber’s accomplishments in 
the post nine months.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Americans’ incomes went up 
faster than their spending did 
last month, the first time that’s 
happened since October. Now 
with extra cash in their pockets, 
consumers are expected to spend 
briskly in the months ahead, 
economists said. 

Personal income, which 
includes wages, interest and gov- 
ernment benefits, increased by a 
sizable and expected 0.7 percent 
in January, the Commerce 
Department said Monday. 

A number of factors boosted 
income including cost-of-living 
adjustments to Social Security 
payments and other government 
beneHts programs, pay raises for 
federal workers and military per- 
sonnel, and federal subsidy pay- 
ments to farmers, the govern- 
ment said. 

Still, excluding these factors, 
incomes grew by 0.6 percent, 
suggesting that Americans, post- 
ing strong income gains, started 
the new year off on solid foot- 
ing.

EchoStar president says firm trumps competition

DENVER - EchoStar 
Communications Corp. founder 
Charlie Ergen recalls surviving on 
food stamps two decades ago to 
build what would become the 
Dish satellite TV network - 
offered by several Magic Valley 
dealers. 

Today, he says he finally has the 
perfect product and will spend 
$100 million this year to tell the 
world about it. 

EchoStar, which had been sell- 
ing satellite systems with 300 
channels, now has the capacity to 
offer more interactive features 
plus 500 channels in more cities. 


“We feel we’ve'leap-frogged the 
competition, and'our system is 
built out the way we’ve always 
envisioned,” Ergen said Thursday 
• during a tlveo-day EchoStar deal- 
er conference in Denver. 

“We he.<diaied to talk about it in 
the past because we didn’t have 
the best system in terms of capaci- 
ty,” he said. 

EchoStar this year will'spend . 
more than $100 million on a televi- 
sion, radio and print advertising 
blitz, touting its Dish TV Network’s 
improved SOO-channel packages, 
interactive and recording features, 
local TV programming and spedd 
rebates on equipment. This fall, 
the company also will offer high- 


speed Internet service via a single 
satellite TV dish. 

“It’s excellent news,” said Jim 
Lyle of Las Vegas, who sells the 
Dish satellite systems and attend- 
ed EchoStar’s conference. 
“Customers are screaming for 
variety for choices, and we’li have 
the additional capacity to give it 
to them.” 

The 1,600 other dealers who 
descended on Denver last week 
for EchoStar’s chcerlcading event 
received Ergen like a rock star. A 
man worth an estimated $10 bil- 
lion, Ergen maneuvered through a 
crowd of 1,600 people, stopping to 
shake hands, sign autographs and 
pose for pictures.

Company readies 
for IPO with fl^hy 
new products :

Betting that more consumers 
want more than black-and>white 
at their fingertips, Palm Inc. 
flipped back the cover Tuesday 
on its first color model, the Palm 
me. 

Like its predecessors, the S449 
Poli^ me is lightweight and easi- 
ly slips into a pocket or purse. 
New features let users compile a 
digital photo album and play 
backgammon in shades of green, 
pink and brown. 

*'We believe this will be the 
lightest, smallest, full-function- 
ing, hand-held computer anybody 
is offering today,” said John 
Cook, director of consumer prod- 
uct marketing for Palm Inc., a 
unit of 3Com Corp. 

However, the new Palm, which 
comes with 8 MB of memory, 
could have a tough time finding 
an audience due to its buU^ pro- 
file, a lack of applications that 
need color and its roughly five- 
hour battery life. 

Regardless of its long-term suc- 
cess, the long-awaited color Palm 
device is sure to heighten the 
buzz about the Santa Qara com- 
pany just before its planned spin- 
off this week from parent compa- 
ny 3Com Corp., a Santa Clara 
networking company that 
acquired Palm in 1997. 

Palm hopes to raise about $570 
million by selling 23 million 
shares to ordinary investors and 
IS million shares to three corpo- 
rate partners - America Online 
Inc., Motorola Inc. and Nokia 
Corp. - at 514 to $16 apiece. 
3Com plans to spin off the 
remaining 93 percent of Uie com- 
pany to its shareholders later this 
year.

on the block to offer color 
screens, Competitors such as 
Casio Computer Co., Hewlett- 
Packard Co. anti Compaq 
Computer Co. make similarly 
priced hand-held devices with 
color screens that ruii 
Microsoft Corp.’s Windows CE 
software. 

Cook said competitors’ 
machines are larger and bulkier 
than the Palm me and don’t have 
the long-lasting battery power 
needed for color screens. 

“We didn’t want to just add 
color. We wanted'to be able to 
offer it in a small form. This is 
pretty critical,” said Cook. 

The Palm Hie weighs about 6.8 
ounces, compared to 10.9 ounces 


for the rival Compaq Aero 2130. 
“It’s really easy to slip into a 
pocket or purse and not be tied 
down to it,” Cook said. 

But not everyone is as sanguine 
about the Palm me - or the com- 
pany’s IPO. 

Though researchers at 
International Data Corp. say 
Palm Inc had a 68 percent world- 
wide market share for PC com- 
panion hand-held devices in 
1998, the emerging held of hand- 
held devices is extremely com- 
petitive. 

“People will buy it, but I think 
they will be disappointed,” said 
Rob Enderle, vice president in 
charge of mobile and desktop 
technology for Giga Information 


Group in San Jose. 

For one thing, Enderle said, 
the Palm me wUl likely encour- 
age users to keep it on longer 
than 20 minutes a day, the aver- 
age time Palm figures users usu- 
• ally spend on a hand-held com- 
. puter. 

"People tend to do more on 
color screens, like play games 
and do things Aat.are.more time- 
intensive,” said Enderle. While 
. 20 minutes a day for two weeks 
before a recharge is laudable, he 
said, people will probably go over 
' the daily allotment and drain 
. power faster. 

Moreover, he said, it's hard to 
improve on the popular Palm V, 
whieh is sleeker, cheaper, easy to 
' use and has a longer Mtt^ life 
because it runs in black and 
white. 

' ^ric Bing, a loyal Palm m user, 
said a Palm with color would bp 
nice, but he wants to wait until 
more applications and programs 
are available before buying one. 

“And (at $449), that’s a little 
bit more than I would like to pay 
right now,” said Bing, an applica- 
tions architect at Oracle Corp. in 
Redwood Shores, Calif., who has 
written his own simple Palm pro- 
grams. ' 

As for the IPO, Enderle says 
the company remains known 
most fur its hardware, yet it is try- 
ing to license its software to oth- 
ers and expand more into 
Internet services. 

“The market is getting kind of 
confused over who they are,”, 
said Enderle. “Investors may sim- 
ply not know what value to put 
on Palm.” . - 

In addition to the color device, 
Palm introduced two other new 
products Tuesday: the $249 Palm 
mxe with 8 MB of RAM for cus- 
tomers working with many appli- 
cations or large data needs, and 
the $99 Palm Portable Keyboard, 
a collapsible full-size keyboard 
that allows a user to type data 
■into any Palm hand-held comput-

Q.'What arc your thoughts on 
reducing the purchase price of a 
new computer using one of those 
rebate offers which include a 
three-year Internet Service 
Provider subscription? I am try- 
ing to help a relative buy a first 
machine for a 13-ycaroId without 
paying too much money.

A. Not to put too fine a point on 
things, I have had a bellyful of 
outfits like Best Buy, Circuit City, 
CompUSA and the rest of the 
pack insulting the intelligence of 
their customers with prices that 
not only arc bogus, but ore based 
on an utterly lou^ rebate scheme. 

It was bad enough back in the 
days when ads blazed out. seduc- 
tive desktop computer prices in 
48-poInt font type along with tiny 
light-faced agate admissions of 
“Monitor sold separately." 

At least buying a monitor-sold- 
separately at a fair price left you 
with a worthwhile product you 
would want to use for several years. 

Those offers that require you 
to sign up for 36 months from 
and ISP in exchange for a $400' 
rebate come from the same 
mind-set of the predators that 
run storefront paycheck advance 
loan mills. 

Here’s the arithmetic: 36 
months times $21.95 equals $790

and change. So you sign on for 
•roughly $800 to “save’’ $400. 
Worse .still, you are, obligated no 
matter what to stick with an 
untried ISP that may or may not 
work best with the telephone- 
switching network where you 
happen to live. 

It is commonplace for people 
to jump from Prodigy to MSN to 
America Online to a local 
Internet Service Provider (not 
necessarily in that order) before 
finding one that works best at 
their particular house due to the 
alignments of switches and 
wiring involved at the telephone 
company and the ISP in question. 

As if that’s not bad enough, 
taking the $800 offer leaves you ' 
obligated to dial-up Internet ser- 
vice at a time when virtually 
every cable television provider 
and phone company in America 
is on the verge of offering far 
faster cable or DSL connections - 
vour neighborhood !s probably 
less than a year away from blind- 
ingly fast connectivity. 

M you can seo, this is a great 
deal for operators of telephone 
computer services like 
CompuServe, Prodigy and the 
Microsoft Network who will get 
paid for several years bv cus- 
tomers they should have lost to 
far superior coble ISP.s.

'• You can use a .floppy disk to 
move the picture on somebody 
else's PC desktop onto your own 
machine. First, of course, you 
need to find.tiie picture. 

So, with the cursor oh the 
desktop of your friend’s 
machine right-click the mouse 
and chose Properties. A box will . 
come up with the name of what- 
ever file is being used as the 
background picture highlight- 
ed. 

Now that you know the name, 
click on Start and then Find 
File/Folder and then type in the 
name of the file. 

This will call up the icon for 
. the picture. 

If you right-click on that icon, 
the box that appears will 
include the Send To command. ' 
It will let you copy the picture 
to a floppy disk, ^t that floppy 
in your own machine’s drive and 
move the picture onto your 
desktop. ' 

Once you have the picture file 
on your PC you reverse the 
process. To keep it simple, drag 
the icon for your new picture to 
the My Doctunents folder on the 
desktop of your PC. 

Finally, right-click once again 
on the desktop and pick the 
browse button on the display you 
get. . 

This will let you click on a tiny 
icon shaped like a desk bfStter 
for your desktop, then on the My 
Documents folder and finally on 
the picture icon. 

Click the box called Apply on 
that last display and the new- 
photo will become your own 
desktop display.
